The 
collective name for papa and pratyavaya is pataka.

Otherwise, there may be papa, and there is every 
chance of pratyavaya. So what the wise man is to do? Whatever 
he is doing, he is to ascribe Godhood to that work, to that object. 
That ascription of Godhood to your work will save you from the 
bondages of papa and pratyavaya, from the bondages of “sins”. 
And that is the best policy. And if lie, that is, the Supreme
